WASHINGTON, May 16.—New 


legislation for placing the soldiers 
and sailors upon farms practically 
has been agreed upon in a confer- 
ence between Secretary Lane and 
the leaders of the House and Sen- 
ate. The new law will carry an ap- 
Propriation of half a billion and 
will be known as the National Sol- 
diers’ Settlement Act. Fina! draft 
of the bill will be introduced Mon- 
day either by Floor Leader Mondell 
or Congressman Kincaid, chairman 
of the Committee on Irrigated 
lands, or Congressman Sinnott of 
Oregon, chairman of the Committee 
on Public Lands. 

While there was much opposition 
to legislation of this character at the 
last session, it is believed the meas- 
ure can be passed this time. 

Those preserit at the conference, 
besides Fioor Leader Mondell, Chair- 
men Sinnott and Kincaid, were Mi- 
nority Leader Champ Clark, Sena- 
ters Myers and Smoot. Secretary 
Lane called in the following officials 
of the Interior Department: Direc- 
ter Davis of the reclamation serv- 
lem Judge Finney. legal adviser 
of the reclamation service; Elwood 
Mead, assistant Secretary of the In- 
‘terior Hallowell, and one or two 
engineers of the reclamation work. 

TO ACQUIRE LANDS. 

The bill: authorizes the 
of the Interior to acquire land by 
gift, agreement or purchase and em- 
powers him to sell this land or any 
of the public lands he may select to 
soldiers on the payment of 10 per 
cent. down and the balance to be 
paid in installments over a period of 
forty years, the deferred amount to 
draw interest at 4 recent. All land 
sold must have the approval of «a 
representative of the Governor of 
the State in which the land is lo- 
eated and the statues must be ap- 
proved by an appraiser designated 
by the farm loan board. Land may 
be prepared for seeding by the In-~ 
terior Department, but no crops can 
be put in at public expense. 

The Secretary of the Interior may 
advance not to exceed $1200 for im- 
provements and in addition he may 
advance not to exceed $600 for pur- 
chase of live stock provided that the 
amount advanced shall not be more 
than 60 per cent. of the value of the 
animals. 

The new bill takes the best points 
of all the various measures which 
have been suggested on this subject 
and combines them into a bill which 
will receive the approval of the Re-

The proposed Los Angeles power bond is- 
sue of $13,500,000 is unwise and extrava- 
gant. It is even dangerous because it in- 
volves municipal operation of .electric pow- 
er and light distribution and the sale at re 
tall of electric energy. In the face of the 
monumental failure of government opera 
tion of railroads and other utilities the vot- 
ers of Los Angeles may well hesitate to au- 
thorize the expenditure of such a large sum 
of money to create a condition that prece- 
dent has shown is more than likely to result 
in costly failure. 

Of the total amount asked for $11,000,000 
is to pay for the distributing system of the 
Southern California Edison Company in 
Los Angeles and the cost of severing that 
of the company’s system from the

plant. The strong argument in favor of a 
second power plant is that the city has 
valuable potential energy going to waste

Organizations of taxpayers are opposing 
the bonds on several grounds. They are 
asking why it is proposed to pay $11,000,000 
for a system that was appraised for about 
half that sum and on which a price of be- 
tween nine and ten millions was once set. 
They call attention to the increase of 18.58 
cents per $100 in taxes that would result 
and to the fact that the city is already 
carrying more than $40,000,000 in bonds. 

The really vital question at issue, how- 
ever, is not so much whether the price is 
exorbitant or whether the city can afford 
to mortgage the property of its citizens fur- 
ther, but whether the city shall go into 
the retail power and light distributing busi- 
ness. The question of developing more 
power and selling it is not at issue. That 
policy has been adopted and accepted for 
years. It is true that many business men, 
including members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, have indorsed the proposed bond is- 
sue because they assume that the people 
will not consent to the sale of the electric 
energy at wholesale; but such an assump- 
tion does not appear to be warranted. 

A straw vote on the question of whether 
the city should sell its power to corpora- 
tions for resale to the consumers at a prof- 
it gave a majority on the negative side, but 
it is shrewdly contended that the wording 
of the question and the meagerness of the 
information available to the voters made 
the decision of little value in determining 
what the people desire. The matter should 
be put squarely before the voters before 
they sre asked to authorize a bond issue 
to provide for municipally-operated distribu- 
tion at retail of its electric energy. 

Consumers are protected against possible 
corporation greed or overcharges by the 
power to control rates vested in State and 
municipal bodies. The administration of 


municipal, State and national business is, 


unfortunately, handicapped by politics. It 
has been demonstrated many times that 
when public utilities—of most kinds—are 
privately owned and the owners controlled 
by adequate legislation the people are bet- 
ter and more economically served than un- 
der government or municipal ownership. 
Walker D. Hines, Director-General of Rail- 
roads of the United States, frankly declared 
in Los Angeles recently that government 
ownership of railroads is not a success. He 
advocates that the railroads be returned to 
private ownership as soon as the transfer 
can be satisfactorily accomplished. Mr. 
Hines, speaking with a full knowledge of 
railroad conditions under government con- 
trol, is emphatic in his advocacy of private 
ownership, stipulating that the roads shall 
= by wise and adequate legisia- 


Government operation of railroads result- 
ed in a deficit of over $1,000,000,000. Gov- 
ernment operation of telegraph and tele- 
phone lines has brought about a costly tan- 
gle that is furnishing material for ridicule 
and disgust all over the country. Can the 
city of Los Angeles, administered by men 
whose tenure of office depends on the votes 
of the ple, expect to succeed when the 
United Etates government has so signally 
failed? 

Aside from the folly of going into the re- 
tafl business on a large scale the sheer 
waste of taking over the distributing sys- 
tem is appalling to thrifty minds. Assum- 
ing that the price of the system that has 
been agreed upon is fair (and this is vig- 
orously disputed) Los Angeles must also 
pay the severance cost. The Edison Com- 
pany was able to show the State Railroad 
Commission that the cost of separating that 
portion of its system within the limits of 
Los Angeles and that serving outside cities 
would be heavy. This cost, amounting to 
more than $1,000,000, must be borne by the 
city. It is a large sum of money and would 


be absolutely wasted, for the city would get | 


nothing tangible in return for it.

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UNITY. 
Recent news dispatches announce that 
three churches in a Pennsylvania town, 


Presbyterian, Baptist and Christian, have 
recently united and will henceforth form 
one body, with a single minister and house 
of worship. This announcement is but one 
indication of the great change that is now 
going on in the spirit of the Christian 
churches. 

It is significant of a mighty force at work 
when the Episcopalian bishops, one of the 
most conservative of ecclesiastical bodies, 
sends deputations to Europe to confer with 
the Anglican, the Roman Catholic and the 
Greek Catholic churches as to the possi- 
bility of a closer co-operation and under- 
standing among these great branches of the 
Christian religion. It is also a notable fact 
for nearly ten years past the Episcopal 
church of America has been working to- 
ward a World Conference on Faith and Or 
der, to be attended by delegates from all 
Christian bodies. 

For a number of years there has been 
a steady movement toward the union of 
varying factions or sects of the same rell- 
gious denomination, such as the proposed 
amalgamation of the Methodist Episcopal 
and the Methodist Episcopal South; the 
uniting of three different branches of the 
Lutheran church into a single organization; 
the formation of the Church of Christ in 
China, combining English, Australian, Cana- 
dian and American Presbyterian and Re- 
formed churches, a union now in process 
of consummation. An Interchurch World 
Movement for home and foreign missions 
already exists in the United States and 
Canada, and there seems to be a strong tend- 
ency toward the uniting of varying sects 
in foreign fields, especially. It is only 
strange that zealous missionaries have not 
long ago realized that the division of effort 
and the differences of form among the sects 


was the. greatest hindrance—denying, as. 


they do, the spirit of the gospel which they 
have set forth to preach. 

A federation of the evangelical denomina- 
tions of America is now under serious con- 
sideration and much discussion and litera- 
ture advocating such a step is current. 
There are those who hope for a still closer 
union and are working for a uniting of all 
churches into a single great central 
and governing organization. Last Decem- 
ber an interdenominational meeting, called 
by the Presbyterian conference, was held in 
Philadelphia to discuss the plans and take 
the preliminary steps toward the formation 
of a federal council of all the churches of 
the country. One result of this meeting is 
a series of conferences: being held in the 
leading cities of the country to consider 
the plans offered. Two plans have been 
suggestced—a union which shall merge all 
denominations into a single organization 
and a federation which shall have a “com- 
mon name to which the denominational 
name might be a subtitle; a common basis 
for all ministers and intercommunion for 
all members; the creation of a supereccie- 
siastical body with strictly-defined powers 
for administrative purposes.” 

The War-work Council of the Churches 
which did invaluable service during the 
war and which is to continue after-the-war 
service, has no doubt been an important 
factor in bringing the churches into closer 
co-operation. It was recognized that needs 
so great could only be met by the co-ordi- 
nation of all forces for good. Other move- 
ments for welfare work and for education, 
interdenominational in character, are also 
indicative of this genuine brotherhood which 
is binding the churches and giving new effi- 
clency to their labors. 

Tt is now generally recognized by the 
leaders of thought in the church that a 
change, which shal! uplift the representa- 
tives of the Christian religion from the 
domination of that worldliness which has 
made CHURCH POLITICS AND FINAN- 
CIERING a vital factor in their history, is 
absolutely necessary. Individual churches 
must be freed from the constant struggle 
for existence which makes them supplicants 
and dependents; they must be freed from 
the duplication of service which weakens 
and from the rivalry for numbers and post- 
tion which degrades if the church is to 
hold any vital relation to the life of the 
people of the world. 

Autocracy, in any form, has no place in 
the true church of God; intrigue and big- 
otry are a denial of the Christian principle: 
yet, in the past, these evils have laid their 
blight upon the weakest units of church 
organization. When all the force that has 
hitherto been expended in maintaining an 
infinity of divisions and in sparring for 
place and for power is concentrated upon 
the great essentials of the relicion of 
Christ then we may look for the church to 
“save the world” and to be the mightiest 
factor in making the League of Nations a 
reality which shall bring about the peace 
and the democracy for which the world to- 
day is crying aloud. 


GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The action of the Los Angeles Board 
of Education in raising the salaries of teach- 
ers will not only be generally commended 
in this city, but it will doubtless serve to 
hearten teachers in other parts of the coun- 


_try who also are seeking increases in pay. 


In old Boston, for example, there is quite 
an agitation among the instructors for a 
Seneral rise. They say that the minimum 
for kindergarten teachers in their city is 
$600 and it is so low that no teacher should 
be asked to get along with it. Few will be 
found to dispute their statement. They 
further declare that the Boston minimum 
of $695 for grade teachers is ridiculous. 
They have hit on the right word. Maximum 
salaries in grade work in the home of cul- 
ture and cod are only $1368 and it certainly 


desirable that Boston should take a ¢ip 


from Los Angeles and raise them. 

Some of the Boston teachers, however. 
are not going the right way to get what 
they want.. They should take a leaf out of 
the book of the Los Angeles teachers. The 
latter conducted a remarkably fine publicity 
campaign. They educated the taxpayers 
through the newspapers and did it so con- 
vincingly that none will grudge paying the 
extra tax to supply the $1,000,000 increase. 
But these Bostonians have started out by 
getting a charter from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor for a union. They say the 
union is not to be employed as a cudgel, 
but is for “use in an emergency as a crys- 
tallization of sentiment,” whatever that may 
mean. Judging from the reports in the 
Boston papers a large number of teachers 
entirely disapprove of the union plan. In 
that they show their wisdom and it is to be 
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hoped that their view will prevail over that | 
of the professors who obtained the tempo- 
rary charter.

AFTER CANCER 


Two Accused of Malpractice 
are Given Hearings. 


Pasadena Painter Practiced 
Minus License. is Said. 


Damaging Testimony Against 
Santa Monica Man. 


Two alleged cancer-cure cases oc- 
cupied the attention of Los Angeles 
county courts yesterday. While the 
preliminary examination of Morton 
M. Winchell of this city, who is ac- 
cused of mand@laughter in connec- 
tion with the death of Mra. Nettie 
Daniele of Santa Monica, was in 
progress, A. EB. Mohr, a Pasadena 
house-painter, Was arraigned in jus- 
tice court on a charge of having 
practiced medicine without 
cense. 

Mohr. who resides at the corner 
of Washington street and Allen ave- 
nue, in the Crown City, is accused 
of having treated Mre Ella V. 
Mathews of 1672 Inskip street, Pas- 
adena, for a cancer. He was ar- 
rested by Inapector J. M. O'Connell 
of the St Board of Medical Ad- 
visers. and his arraignment before 
Justice of the Peace Ben Strang oc- 
curred early yesterday. His pre- 
liminary examination will take place 
today at 10 a.m. In default of 
$1000 cash bail he was placed in 
jail after his appearance in court. 
He is alleged to have represent- 
ed himself to be a physician licensed 
to practice in all States except Cali- 
fernia and is reported to have 
studied in a Berlin medical school. 
Aside from his alleged illegal medi- 
cal activities, Mohr had been en- 
gaged in work as a house painter. 

WINCHELL HEARING. 

At the preliminary hearing of 
Morton Winchell in Justice Alfred 
MeDonald’s court at Santa Mon- 
ica yesterday, Mrs. Rena Hapgood of 
711 Copeland Court, Santa Monica, 
related her version of the death of 
Mre. Nettie Daniele after the latter 
had been given cancer treatment by 
Winchell. 

She testified that she (Mrs. Hap- 
g00d,) in company with Mra. Arthut 
Gienn and Mrs. Daniels, met Win- 
chell Dy appointment in his office 
on the second floor of the Grossé 
Building in Los Angeles shortly aft- 
er 2 o'clock on Monday, May 6. 
Mrs. Daniels recognized Winchell] as 
the man who had been to see her 
‘several vears before in reference to 
the removal of the cancerous growth 
on her hip 

The witness then stated that Win. 
chell examined the smooth, round 
srowth on Mra. Daniels'’s hip, telling 
her that it wag in serious condition 
and should be removed. He then 
examined Mra. Hapgood, according 
to her own teatimony, telling her 
that she was the victim of a cancer 
growing below her right breast and 
that her case was far worse than 
Mrs. Daniels's. An appointment was 
made, the witness said, for Winchel| 
to confer with Mre. Daniels the fol- 
lowing day, Tuesday, May 6. 

Mrs. Hapgood said that she and 
Mrs. Glenn were with Mre. Daniels 
on Tuesday when Winchell arrived. 
The cost of the treatment was dis- 
cussed. Winchell said that his price 
would be $300. Mrs. Daniels said 
she would pay him $50, and the rest 
on terms. The witness stated that 
Winchell spoke reassuringly to Mrs. 
Daniels, telling her that she would 
need no trained nurse and would 
not be in bed more than a week 
after the removal of the cancer. 
After some discussion. Mrs. Daniels 
agreed to the terma, and Thursday, 
May 8, was the day set for the in- 
jection to be given. 

THE OPRATION. 
After the first injection of the 
serum, which was given in the same 
Place as the local anaesthetic. Mrs. 
Hapgood eaid that Mrs. Daniels 
groaned: 
“Doctor, you said it would not 
pain, and this burns clear up into 
my spine.” 
Winchell then injected a second 
hypodermic of the substance in the 
bottle. As he injected the § third 
hypodermic, the fluid splashed into 
his face, she said. He rushed to 
the bathroom to wash the liquid 
from his eyes, which, Vre. Hapgood 
said, were flaming red. It was a few 
seconds after this that Mis. Daniels 
lifted herself and asked for water. 
She drank a few sips, threw herself 
back apd said, “Oh, giris, I believe 
I'm dying.” 
“All this time nothing was done 
Yor Mrs. Daniels, said Mrs. Hapgood. 
Believing that she needed immedi- 
ate attention I ran across the street 
and telephoned for Dr. Levengood. 
When I returned Mrs. Daniels was 
dead.” 
The only testimony given by 
Jacquette was that he had seen his 
mother two months before the treat- 
ment had been administered. 
The testimony given by Mra. 
Arthur Glenn, 2632 Sixth street, 
Santa Monica, was substantially the 
same as that of Mra. Hapgood. 
Mrs. Beasie Mawby, third friend of 
the deceased who witnessed the ad- 
ministration of the treatment, stat- 
ed that when the third hypodermic 
was given, she saw the needle break, 
and that after the body had been 
removed she found the point, about 
an inch in length, lying on the bed in 
an envelope. She also said that she 
saw Winchell tear up the $50 check 
Mre. Daniels had given him. 

Dr. C. Fred Curtis testified that 
he had made a sort of partnership 
with Mr. Winchell. Under the ar- 
rangement he was to get 10 per 
cent. of the fees for each case. The 
day after the operation on Mrs. 
Daniels he received $25 from Mr. 
Winchell. 

Dr. Curtis sald the medicine he 

gave Mrs. Daniels to quiet her 
nerves is called “HMC,” a well- 
known remedy, and it cannot cause 
death. He testified that after 
Winchell gave the serum he #aw a 
decided change in the woman. She 
complained of burning in her spine 
and knee. He saig the hypodermic 
needle was not screwed on properly 
and some of the medicine blew back 
into Winchell’s face. 
He said he signed the death cer- 
tificate as heart trouble or prelim!- 
nary treatment for cancer. He was 
not sure which was the cause.

Collector Carter yesterday received 
new regulations covering the edmin- 
istration of the revenue act of 1918 
as regards excise taxes on sales by 
the manufacturer, excise taxes on 
works of art and jewelry, regula- 
tions for the collection of the tax 


on transportation, tax on eoft drinks 


and other beverages sold in bottles, 


and regulations relating to the tax 
on soft drinks, ioe cream and similar 
articies sold at soda fountains. 

It is held that when sales of soft 
drinks, ice cream, etc., are made by 
individuals or organizations such as 
religious, educational or charitable 
societies, on special occasions only. 
as church festivals, etc. they are 
not taxable. However, sales of 
similar articles in stands or booths at 
agricultural fairs, parka, ete, are 
taxable. Sales of soft drinks, ico 
cream, etc., are not taxable when 
made in the regular course of busi- 
ness at a hotel, restaurant, cafe- 
teria, lunch room, or clubhouse. un- 
less sold apart from a meal. Sut 
such articles sold from a soda foun- 
tain are taxable, even though sold 
as part of a meal. 

In regard to excise tax on works 
of art and jewelry, the tax is meas- 
ured by the price for which the 
article ie sold, and not on the list 
price. The tax attaches when the 
article is sold. 

Motor-driven machines for pull- 
ing a Vehicle around factories and 
railway stations and motor-driven 


machine gun carriages are not tax- 
able. <A self-propelled fire engine is 
not taxable. Automobile trucks 
equipped as hook and ladder trucks 
and hose carte for-the use of fire- 
men are taxable.

WOODMAN STOOD' 


SURPRISE TEST 


Willingly Agreed to Sudden 
Demand for His Keys. 


Betterment Association Head 
Reveals Striking Act. 


Gladly Accepted Plan for 
Committee Inquiry. 


That Mayor Woodman made an 
offer in writing to turn over to a 
committee of citizens all his keys, 
records and papers for immediate 
investigation following the returning 
of an indictment against him be- 
came known yesterday. The report 
of the offer, confirmed last night by 
W. A. Barker, president of the As- 
sociation for the Betterment of Pub- 
lic Service, who was present when 
it was made, and who told of the 


circumstances surrounding it. 

The facts are that on March 22 
Stoddard Jess, former United States 
Senator Frank P. Flint, Harry Hal- 
deman and Mr. Barker sent for 
Mayor Woodman and Capt. J. D. 
Fredericks, and they appeared to- 
gether with the Mayor’s brother-in- 
law, E. E. Leighton. Former Sena- 
tor Flint, acting as spokesman for 
the committee, said in substance to 
Mayor Woodman: 

“Mr. Mayor, you have been indict- 
ed. If you are guilty, the citizens 
want to know it right now, and if 
you, are innocent, that should oe 
established at once. The primaries 
are approaching, and the courts may 
or may not be finished with the trial 
of your case before the primaries at 
which citizens will have before 
them your name for renomination 
as Mayor. Among other phases of 
the matter, the Association for Bet- 
terment of Public Service, which is 
investigating the records of all can- 
didates, would like to know whether 
or not you are guilty or innocent. 
Would you be willing to hand over 
your keys and records right now for 
investigation by a committee con-
